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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on December 10, 2004 crossed in the mail that canceled 
claims 7, 8 and added the features in these claims to claims 1 , 24 and 26. However, 
claims 7 and 8 along with the nonelected claims have been inadvertently allowed in the 
previous Office action. Therefore, the following Office action will be replacing the 
previous Office action to reflect those changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 9-13 and 24-26 are allowed. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-6, 9-13 and 24-26 are allowed because there is no prior art of record 
that either teaches or suggests an optical compensatory sheet having a transparent 
support and the following specific features recited in claims 1 , 24 and 26: 

An optically anisotropic layer formed from discotic liquid crystal molecules 
aligned in an average inclined angle of less than 5 degrees, and a second optically 
anisotropic layer formed from rod-like liquid crystal molecules, wherein the alignments 
of the discotic and rod-like liquid crystal molecules are fixed.
